man livoth unto. himsolf.” Often have wo 
been atruck by the remark of parents that 
what thoy fay most stress upon ia the moral 
training of thelr sons, that the knowledge of 
the hoad, without tho training of the heart, 
is for thom ani insufficient education.

If we 
baliova in the future of Hongkong, and in 
tho salutary effects of British prestiga and 
British influence imparted through educa. 
tion it would be s wieo policy to make some 
provision to.moct this new domand. Mean-
